Foots About Paper Currency. 
A favorite subject of treasury specu­ 
lation has been the amount of money 
issued by the United States which has 
been lost or destroyed. Of the old issue 
of $10,000 greenbacks, which were call­ 
ed in a few years ago, not one was lost 
The monthly statement of the United 
States treasurer shows that one bill of 
that issue is in circulation, but it is 
kept in the office of the United States 
treasurer as a curiosity. Of tho $5, OOO 
greenbacks, which were also Galled in, 
three were missing, and the government 
is probably ahead $15,000. In the treas­ 
urer’s monthly statement an item ap­ 
pears of $1,000,000, “ unknown, des­ 
troyed,’’ which is tho amount supposed 
to have been burned in the Chicago 
fire. 
Of the $1,107,901,000 of paper cur­ 
rency now in circulation $800,000,000, 
roughly, is in $10 notes and certificates, 
$271,000,000 is in tho $5 denomination, 
$205,000,000 in $20, $48,000,000 in 
$50, $80,000,000 in $100, $19,000,000 
in $500 and $92,000,000 in $1,000 billa 
Of the $1 bills in circulation there is 
$46,589,974, and in $2 $29,895,850. 
The only $10,000 bills now in circula­ 
tion are gold certificates amounting to 
$12,880,000.—-New York Post.

Poisonous Perspiration. 
The question of the toxic qualities of 
perspiration, though not quite a new 
one (inasmuch as M. Berthelot at a re­ 
cent meeting of the Paris Medical acad 
emy reminded his listeners that if Afri­ 
c a n s can be believed tho perspiration 
gathered from a horce was used in an­ 
cient times to render arrows poisonous), 
has recently formed tho subject of re­ 
search. Several experiments have proved 
that human perspiration is toxic. A se­ 
ries of guinea pigs and rabbits were 
killed by inoculations of perspiration 
gathered from a flannel shirt worn by a 
healthy young man after dancing a co­ 
tillon. 
A glove worn by a lady who 
danced vigorously through a bull was 
utilized for inoculations with equally 
deadly results. M. Arloing’s more re­ 
cent experiments show that perspiration 
resulting from muscular exertion is 
more toxic than that consequent from a 
vapor bath.—British Medical Journal.

Facts About Paper Currency. 
A favorite subject of treasury specu­ 
lation has been the amount of money 
issued by the United States which has 
been lost or destroyed. Of the old issue 
of $10,000 greenbacks, which were call­ 
ed in a few years ago, not one was lost 
The monthly statement of the United 
States treasurer shows that one bill of 
that issue is in circulation, but it is 
kept in the office of the United States 
treasurer as a curiosity. Of the $5,000 
greenbacks, which were also oalled in, 
three were missing, and the government 
is probably ahead $15,000. In the treas­ 
urer’s monthly statement an item ap­ 
pears of $1,000,000, “ unknown, des­ 
troyed,’’ which is the amount supposed 
to have been burned in the Chicago 
fire. 
Of the $1,107,901,000 of paper cur­ 
rency now in circulation $800,000,000, 
roughly, is in $10 notes and certificates, 
$271,000,000 is in the $5 denomination, 
$205,000,000 in $20, $43,000,000 in 
$50, $80,000,000 in $100, $19,000,000 
in $500 and $92,000,000 in $1,000 bills. 
Of the $1 bills in circulation there is 
$46,589,974, and in $2 $29,895,850. 
The only $10,000 bills now in circula­ 
tion are gold certificates amounting to 
$12,880,000.—New York Post.

A glove worn by a lady who 
danced vigorously through a ball was 
utilized for inoculations with equally 
deadly results. M. Arloing’s more re­ 
cent experiments show that perspiration 
resulting from muscular exertion is 
more toxic than that consequent from a 
vapor bath.

I here is something mysterious and 
even uncanny in watching the change 
of color. 
When placed upon a green 
twig the little creature would imme­ 
diately draw itself out, extend its front 
and hind legs at full length and become 
to all intents a part of the twig or 
branch, so that it was difficult to dis­ 
tinguish it. 
Meanwhile the mysterious 
blush of green 
was deepening and 
stealing over its back and sides, m ak­ 
ing the resemblance still more strik­ 
ing. 
I fie natural assumption of one 
who had given the subject no especial 
attention might be that the anolis had 
glanced around, and perceiving that it 
was presenting a contrast not favor­ 
able to its personal safety had assumed 
a 
color more 
protective. 
In other 
words, that there was some intelligent 
act associated witli the change. 
When 
the little creature was blind-folded it 
assumed the same tint as at night, and 
did not change when placed upon the 
most striking colors, showing that the 
eye was the involuntary medium by 
which the different tints were obtain­ 
ed. 
The act of adaptation is perfectly 
involuntary, 
or 
made 
without 
the 
knowledge of the animal, being the 
effect which certain colors have upon 
the pigment cells of the animal. 
At 
least 
this is the 
generally accepted 
explanation, 
and 
the 
experiments 
which have been made with blind ani­ 
mals seem to show beyond question 
that the eye is the medium. 
These peculiar changes which are so 
well known in fishes and reptiles can 
be understood by glancing at the pig­ 
ment cells of a frog. 
The skin is seen 
to consist of twro portions, the cutis 


cated and delicate study. 
Thus, In a 
little 
flBh 
(Gobius 
Ruthensparri), 
Helncke, the German naturalist, while 
watching its yellow pigment cells, saw 
them gradually expand and become 
black. 
These cells are distributed all over 
the body with more or less regularity, 
and upon their contraction and ex­ 
pansion depends the prevailing color of 
the animal. 
Thus, if the pigment cells 
or chromatophore^ expand, the prevail­ 
ing color will become black and the 
very light spots. In the 
animal 
dull. 
On the other hand, if they contract, a 
reverse effect obtains. 
Exactly how 
these wonderful changes in all animals 
which 
adapt 
themselves 
to 
their 
environments 
are 
produced 
is 
not 
known, but it is assumed that certain 
colors through the medium of the optic 
nerve produce contraction or expan­ 
sion, and the result is a protective tint 
or one which assimilates that upon 
which the animal 
is resting. 
The 
eye receives the stimulus or impres­ 
sion, which passes 
from 
the 
optic 
nerve to the sympathetic 
nerve, 
so 
reaching the various series of chroma* 
tophores.

The monopolist was in 
Roman called a Dardanarius and pun­ 
ished under the Lex Julia de Annona. 
Monopolies of clothing, fish and all a r­ 
ticles of food were prohibited by the 
Emperor Zeno under pain of confisca­ 
tion and exile; so th at it is certain that 
the “ rings” of the ancient days were 
as mischievous as they are now. 
At 
Athens a law limited the amount of 
corn a man might buy. 
The earliest 
recorded instance w7e have was a corn 
“ring.” 
There is an ancient tradition 
that the king who made Joseph his 
prime minister and committed into his 
hands 
the 
entire administration 
of 
Egypt was Apepi. 
Apepi was one of 
shepherd kings and ruled over the 
whole of Egypt, as Joseph’s Pharaoh 
seems to have done. 
The prime min­ 
ister, during seven years of remarkable 
plenty, bought up every bushel of corn 
beyond 
the 
absolute 
needs 
of the 
Egyptians and stored it. 
During the 
terrible famine that followed he was 
able to get his own price and bartered 
corn 
successively for the Egyptian 
money, cattle and land; and taking 
one-fifth for Pharaoh made him su 
premely wealthy. 
It was not merely a 
provident act, but a very politic one, 
his policy being to centralize power in 
the m onarch’s hands.

Butchers’ meat (in France) 
is pre­ 
pared. divided and arranged 
in

shops in such a m anner that it novel 
suggests slaughter. 
It is a rare thing 
for one to see a stain on counter, bench 
or floor. 
The mode of killing the ani­ 
mals probably lias something to dc 
with this freedom from moisture and 
dripping. 
Maria Parloa, in an article 
on “Tile Science of French Cooking,’ 
iii the Ladies’ Home Journal, says the 
animals are not hied before being killed 
as might be Inferred from the absence 
of moisture, but they are killed in such 
a m anner that veins and arteries are 
emptied quickly and thoroughly. After 
this the animal is bouffe©, that is, tiller 
with wind. 
Tho large 
arteries 
are 
pressed open and tile points of large 
bellows are inserted into them. While 
the bellows are* being worked a mal 
beats all parts of the carcass with 
flat stick. Tills is to distribute Hie ail 
iii all parts of Hie flesh. All this work 
is done very rapidly. 
The inflating ol 
Hie animal in tills manner gives a full­ 
er and firmer appearance to the meat 
and, I fancy, empties tile veins and ar 
terios more effectually than they would 
otherwise be. 
The French use very 
little ice, and meats are kept only a few 
days at Hie most.

France docs not compare with Ameri­ 
can beef, hut tile veal is superior tc 
anything we have. 
It is valued mon 
highly than any other product of th* 
butcher.

never became white, the change then 
being merely a fading out of all lines, 
leaving 
the 
body a faint gray. 
At 
night they become a beautiful green, 
which may be considered their normal 
color. 
J he changes made in confine­ 
ment I am confident were not so rapid 
as those -when lizards were in their 
native Florida, where moisture and hot 
days and nights gave them the exact 
temperature necessary for their best 
display. 


I here is something mysterious and 
even uncanny in watching the change 
of color. 
When placed upon a green 
twig the little creature would imme­ 
diately draw itself out, extend its front 
and hind legs at full length and become 
to all intents a part of the twig or 
branch, so that it was difficult to dis­ 
tinguish it. 
Meanwhile the mysterious 
blush of green 
was deepening and 
stealing over its back and sides, m ak­ 
ing the resemblance still more strik­ 
ing. 
The natural assumption of one 
who had given the subject no especial 
attention might be that the anolis had 
glanced around, and perceiving that it 
was presenting a contrast not favor­ 
able to its personal safety had assumed 
a color more 
protective. 
In other 
words, that there was some intelligent 
act associated with the change. 
When 
the little creature was blind-folded it 
assumed tlie same tint as at night, and 
did not change when placed upon the 
most striking colors, showing that the 
eye was the involuntary medium by 
which the different tints were obtain­ 
ed. 
The act of adaptation is perfectly 
Involuntary, 
or 
made 
without 
the 
knowledge of the animal, being the 
effect which certain colors have upon 
the pigment cells of the animal. 
At 
least 
this is the 
generally accepted 
explanation, 
and 
the 
experiments 
which have been made with blind ani­ 
mals seem to show beyond question 
that the eye is the medium. 
These peculiar changes which are so 
well known in fishes and reptiles can 
be understood by glancing at the pig­ 
ment cells of a frog. 
The skin is seen 
to consist of two portions, the cutis 


cated and delicate study. 
Thus, In a 
little 
flBh 
(Gobius 
Ruthensparrl), 
Heincke, the German naturalist, while 
watching its yellow pigm ent cells, saw 
them gradually expand and become 
black. 
These cells are distributed all over 
the body with more or less regularity, 
and upon their contraction and ex­ 
pansion depends the prevailing color of 
the animal. 
Thus, if the pigment cells 
or chromatophores^ expand, the prevail­ 
ing color will become black and the 
very light spots, in the 
animal 
dull. 
On the other hand, if they contract, a 
reverse effect obtains. 
Exactly how 
these wonderful changes in all animals 
which 
adapt 
themselves 
to 
their 
environments 
are 
produced 
is 
not 
known, but it is assumed that certain 
colors through the medium of the optic 
nerve produce contraction or expan­ 
sion, and the result is a protective tint 
or one which assimilates that upon 
which the animal 
is resting. 
The 
eye receives the stimulus or impres­ 
sion, which passes 
from 
the 
optic 
nerve to the sympathetic 
nerve, 
so 
reaching the various series of chroma- 
tophores.

Butchers’ meat (in France) 
is pre­ 
pared, divided and arranged 
in

shops in such a m anner that it nevei 
suggests slaughter. 
It is a rare thinp 
for one to see a stain on counter, bench 
or floor. 
Tho mode of killing the ani­ 
mals probably lias something to dc 
with this freedom from moisture and 
dripping. 
Marla Barloa, in an article 
on “The Science of French Cooking,’ 
in the Ladles’ Home Journal, says the 
animals are not bled before being killed 
as m ight be Inferred from the absence 
of moisture, but they are killed in such 
a manner that veins and arteries arc 
emptied quickly and thoroughly. Aftei 
this the animal is bouffee, that is, filler 
with wind. 
The large 
arteries 
ar< 
pressed open and the points of large 
bellows are Inserted Into them. Whih 
the bellows are being worked a rnai 
beats all parts of the carcass with 
flat stick. 
This is to distribute the all 
in all parts of the flesh. Ail this work 
is done very rapidly. 
The inflating ol 
the animal in this manner gives a full­ 
er and firmer appearance to the meat 
and, I fancy, empties the veins nnd ar 
terios more effectually than they would 
otherwise be. 
The French uso very 
little iee, and meats are kept only a few 
days at the most. 
The best of beef in 
France does not compare with Ameri­ 
can beef, but the veal Is superior tc 
anything we have. 
It Is valued more 
highly than any other product of tb( 
butcher.

The monopolist was in 
Roman called a Dardanarius and pun­ 
ished under the Lex Julia de Annona. 
Monopolies of clothing, fish and all a r­ 
ticles of food were prohibited by the 
Emperor Zeno under pain of confisca­ 
tion and exile; so that it is certain that 
the “ rings” of the ancient days were 
as mischievous as they are now. 
At 
Athens a law limited the amount of 
corn a man might buy. 
The earliest 
recorded instance we have was a corn 
“ring.” 
There is an ancient tradition 
that the king who made Joseph his 
prime minister and committed into his 
hands 
the 
entire administration 
of 
Egypt was Apepi. 
Apepi was one of 
shepherd kings and ruled over the 
whole of Egypt, as Joseph’s Pharaoh 
seems to have done. 
The prime min­ 
ister, during seven years of remarkable 
plenty, bought up every bushel of corn 
beyond 
the 
absolute 
needs 
of 
the 
Egyptians and stored it. 
During the 
terrible famine that followed he was 
able to get his own price and bartered 
corn 
successively for the Egyptian 
money, cattle and land; and taking 
one-fifth for Pharaoh made him su­ 
premely wealthy. 
It was not merely a 
provident act, but a very politic one, 
his policy being to centralize power in 
the monarch’s hands.

It is a common mistake to suppose 
that the only time the underdrain is 
helping land is when it is pouring forth 
a stream of water at its outlet, says 
American Cultivator. 
It is of course 
helping the land then, and probably 
in its most effective way. 
But the 
drain also helps the land in winter; for 
by having previously taken away the 
surplus water near the ‘surface, it al­ 
lows the soil to freeze more deeply, 
and thus become deeper and more open 
to the outside air. 
Wherever a deep 
underdrain is laid it receives some of 
the internal heat of the earth, which it 
conducts to the soil above, gradually 
thawing it to the surface 
as 
warm 
weather returns in spring. 
Thus, over 
a deep underdrain, when the surface 
is covered by snow, the frozen soil will 
gradually thaw from beneath^ and will 
be all thawed out by the time the snow 
is gone. 
Under snow, whore there is 
no underdrain, the soil 
will 
remain 
frozen until the snow has all gone. This 
shows how an interchange of air oc­ 
curs in drained soil even iu the winter. 
As soon as spring comes the rains carry 
warm outside air down to the drain, 
making it warmer, while the under- 
drained land is, until late in spring, 
filled with stagnant water which keeps 
it cold because it prevents the entrance 
of air. As the drained soil freezes more 
deeply in winter it also warms more 
quickly in spring. 
In 
open 
winters, 
when there are alternate spells of cold 
and thawing weather, the drained soil 
both freezes and thaws several times 
during the winter. 
Yet it 
does 
this 
without serious injury to the winter 
grain growing over it. 
This is prob 
ably because the water has been so far 
abstracted from the soil that no ice 
can form to clasp the wheat roots, and 
then in thawing throw them on the 
surface. 
Is it in the soil nothing but 
a hoar frost, which absorbs air and thus 
enriches the soil with the ammonia it 
contains when the hoar frost is thawed 
Iii the undrained soil there is very lit­ 
tle air, as stagnant water usually comes 
near the surface, if not covering it 
Undrained land often does not even get 
frozen in winter, as there is so thick 
a covering of ice over it that freezing 
of the soil is impossible.

IMsnomlmitIon o f W eeds. 
More weed seeds are 
disseminated 
with clover seed than with any other 
one kind of grain and some of these 
like the bracted plantain, are among 
the very worst, says an exchange. 
is a curious fact that in cleaning the 
seeds of cockle from wheat some of the 
larger grains cannot be separated. Thi 
process of selection lias bred up a kini 
of cockle that produces seed so nearly 
the size of wheat grains that it cannot 
be separated from the wheat 
among 
which it grows. 
Many weeds that are hard to handle 
are coming west year by year, each 
year getting a little further on their 
journey to the Pacific. 
This is a class 
of immigrants that we do not welcome, 
and farmers should watch for them 
and destroy them as soon as found. 
A 
little neglect in this matter may lead 
to a costly and never-ending warfare 
within a few years. 
There was a time 
when, if a few Russian thistle plants 
had been destroyed, the country would 
have been saved millions of dollars. 
Buy seeds that you know are 
pure. 
Watch the farm for unfamiliar plants 
and be careful about planting flowers 
that are liable to become plants out of 
place and make trouble in the future. 


Buying Too Fast.—One of the obsta­ 
cles to the farm er’s success to-day is 
the result of the fact that m any things 
that formerly were only luxuries and 
unknown to many 
farm 
homes, are 
now, or at least seem to be necessities 
to every farm er’s household. Until re­ 
cent years farming was profitable to 
nearly all engaged in it, and the earlier 
settlers of 
all 
our 
states exercised 
many economies unknown to the pres­ 
ent generation. 
Gradually and by a 
process of accretion many surrounded 
themselves with home comforts thai 
can be had at once only as the result 
of a considerable outlay. 
Our people 
are sanguine and ambitious for their 
families and too often are not content 
to gradually acquire, or acquire only as 
a prudent husbanding of their means 
will permit the luxuries which they see 
enjoyed by those who by long and pa­ 
tient economies have secured them. In 
short, farmers often at the beginning 
of their careers don’t live within their 
means, nor do they produce at home a 
suillcient proportion of their supplies.

Soil F e rtility .-T h e fertility of soil 
depends upon 
its 
ability 
to supply 
plants with all the elements of food 
which they require. 
No one of tilt 
elementary substances which ait* a 1 
ways found in the composition of a 
plant can be dispensed with. 
As an 
animal cannot live or thrive without a 
proper supply of the ordinary element* 
of food, so a plant requires a reginal 
supply of these various elements fron 
the soil. 
A plant poorly supplied with 
potash or nitrogen, for instance, woulo 
produce only a sickly growth, and ii 
entirely deprived of these, or of any 
other essential element, would die.

Good Point* for, Underdrnlntnft. 
It is a common m istake to suppose 
that the only time the underdrain U 
helping land is when It is pouring forth 
a stream of water at its outlet, says 
American Cultivator. 
It is of course 
helping the land then, anil probably 
in its most effective way. 
But the 
drain also helps the land in winter; for 
by having previously taken away the 
surplus water near the 'surface, it al­ 
lows the soil to freeze more deeply, 
and thus become deeper and more open 
to the outside air. 
Wherever a deep 
underdrain is laid it receives some of 
the internal heat of the earth, which it 
conducts to the soil above, gradually 
thawing it to the surface 
as 
warm 
weather returns in spring. 
Thus, over 
a deep underdrain, when the surface 
is covered by snow, the frozen soil will 
gradually thaw from beneath^ and will 
be all thawed out by the time the snow 
is gone. 
Under snow, where there is 
no underdrain, the soil 
will 
remain 
frozen until the snow has all gone. This 
shows how an interchange of air oc­ 
curs in drained soil even lu the winter. 
As soon as spring comes the rains carry 
warm outside air down to the drain, 
making it warmer, while the under­ 
drained land Is, until late in spring, 
filled with stagnant water which keeps 
it cold because it prevents the entrance 
of air. As the drained soil freezes more 
deeply in winter it also warms more 
quickly in spring. 
In 
open 
winters, 
when there are alternate spells of cold 
and thawing weather, the drained soil 
both freezes and thaws several times 
during the winter. 
Yet it 
does 
this 
without serious injury to the winter 
grain growing over it. 
This is prob 
ably because the water has been so far 
abstracted from the soil that no ice 
can form to clasp the wheat roots, and 
then in thawing throw them on the 
surface. 
Is it in the soil nothing but 
a hoar frost, which absorbs air and thus 
enriches the soil with the ammonia it 
contains when the hoar frost is thawed 
In the undrained soil there is very lit­ 
tle air, as stagnant water usually comes 
near the surface, if not covering it 
Undrained land often does not even get 
frozen in winter, as there is so thick 
a covering of ice over it that freezing 
of the soil is impossible.

D issem in a tio n o f W eeds. 
More weed seeds are 
disseminated 
with clover seed than with any other 
one kind of grain and some of these 
like the bracted plantain, are among 
the very worst, says an exchange. 
It 
is a curious fact that in cleaning the 
seeds of cockle from wheat some of the 
larger grains cannot be separated. This 
process of selection has bred up a kind 
of cockle that produces seed so nearly 
the size of wheat grains that it cannot 
be separated from the wheat 
among 
which it grows. 
Many weeds that are hard to handle 
are coming west year by year, each 
year getting a little further on their 
journey to the Pacific. 
This is a class 
of immigrants that we do not welcome, 
and farmers should watch for them 
and destroy them as soon as found. 
A 
little neglect in this matter may lead 
to a costly and never-ending warfare 
within a few years. 
There was a time 
when, if a few Russian thistle plants 
had been destroyed, the country would 
have been saved millions of dollars. 
Buy seeds that you know are 
pure. 
Watch the farm for unfamiliar plants 
and be careful about planting flowers 
that are liable to become plants out of 
place and make trouble in the future. 


Buying Too Fast.—One of the obsta­ 
cles to the farm er’s success to-day is 
the result of the fact that m any things 
that formerly were only luxuries and 
unknown to many 
farm 
homes, are 
now, or at least seem to be necessities 
to every farm er’s household. Until re­ 
cent years farming was profitable to 
nearly all engaged In it, and the earlier 
settlers of 
all 
our 
states exercised 
many economies unknown to the pres­ 
ent generation. 
Gradually and by a 
process of accretion many surrounded 
themselves with home comforts that 
can be had at once only as the result 
of a considerable outlay. 
Our people 
are sanguine and ambitious for their 
families and too often are not content 
to gradually acquire, or acquire only as 
a prudent husbanding of their means 
will permit the luxuries which they see 
enjoyed by those who by long and pa­ 
tient economies have secured them. In 
short, farmers often at the beginning 
of their careers don’t live within their 
means, nor do they produce at home a 
sufficient proportion of their supplies. 
Texas Stock and Farm Journal. 


Soil Fertility.—The fertility of soil 
depends upon 
its 
ability 
to supply 
plants with all the elements of food 
which they require. 
No one of tht 
elementary substances which are al 
ways found in the composition of a 
plant can be dispensed with. 
As an 
animal cannot live or thrive without a 
proper supply of the ordinary element* 
of food, so a plant requires a rcguiai 
supply of these various elements from 
the soil. 
A plant poorly supplied with 
potash or nitrogen, for instance, woulo 
produce only a sickly growth, and it 
entirely deprived of these, or of any 
other essential element, would die. Ft r 
tile soil, therefore, must contain not 
only large quantities of plant food, bui 
sufficient quantities of every kind ol 
food which plants obtain from tbe sol. 
to supply the wants of the crop.—Se­ 
lected.

Facts About Paper Currency. 
A favorite subject of treasury specu­ 
lation has been tho amount of money 
issuod by the United States which has 
bei n lost or destroyed. Of tho old issue 
of $10,000 greenbacks, which were call­ 
ed in a few years ago, not one was lost 
The monthly statement of the United 
States treasurer show’s that one bill of 
that issuo is iii circulation, but it is 
kept iii tho office of the United States 
treasurer as a curiosity. Of the $5,000 
greenbacks, which were .also called in, 
three were missing, and tho government 
is probably ahead $15,000. In tho treas­ 
urer’s monthly statement an item ap­ 
pears of $1,000,000, “ unknown, des­ 
troyed,” which is the amount supposed 
to havo been burned in the Chicago 
fire. 
Of the $1,107,901,000 of paper cur­ 
rency now in circulation $.‘100,000,000, 
roughly, is in $10 notes and certificates, 
$271,000,000 is iii the $5denomination, 
$205,000,000 in $20, $43,000,000 iii 
$f»0, $80,000,000 in $100, $19,000,000 
in $500 and $92,000,000 in $1,000 billa 
Of tho $1 bills in circulation there is 
$46,589,974, and iii $2 $29,895,850. 
Tho only $10,000 bills now in circula­ 
tion are gold certificates amounting to 
$12,380,000.—New York Post. 


Royal English A uthors. 
Tho list begins naturally with Al­ 
fred, “ tho father of English prose,” as 
Sir Stopford Brooke calls him. Next 
comos Henry II and Richard I. Edward 
II is also said to havo been an author, 
and Richard II is believed to have 
“ made ballads aud songs, rondeaus and 
poems.” Even Henry V has been ac­ 
credited w’ith Latin verse, but this is 
doubtful. Henry VI was an author and 
Henry VII a writer on theological sub­ 
jects, while Edward VI, Mary I and 
Elizalieth all W’roto. James I is better 
known as an author. Charles I w’roto, 
and Charles II has claims to a place od 
the list, ho having written a curious ac­ 
count of his adventures after the battle 
of Worcester. 
James II composed his 
own memoirs. 
About IOO years ago 
there appeared au account of a model 
farm at Petersham, near Richmond, in 
Arthur Young’s “ Annals of Agricul­ 
ture,” signed Ralph Robinson of Wind­ 
sor. Ralph Robinson was George IIL 
George IV published a folio on the Her­ 
culaneum manuscripts, and her majes­ 
ty Coneen Victoria closes tho list. 


Made by Mrs. General Jackson. 
Mr. Edward Dawson of Cincinnati 
has a rare relic, w hich he values very 
highly. It is a suit of clothing, “ home- 
spun, ” made by Mrs. Andrew Jackson 
for his grandfather, the Hon. Moses 
Dawson, a stanch Democrat and a warm 
friend of General Jackson. Mr. Dawson 
frequently visited the Hermitage. On 
one of his visits to General Jackson Mr. 
Dawson admired a suit of clothing of 
homespun cloth that General Jackson 
wore. 
“ They are the result of homo indus­ 
try, ” remarked General Jackson, “ aud 
Mrs. Jackson made them. I have no 
doubt she will make you a su it ” 
Mm Jackson made the suit while 
Mr. Dawson was their guest. 
On his 
return Mr. Dawson spent several days 
in Nashville, W’here he contracted a 
cold. After he returned home he, desir­ 
ous of exhibiting his suit, attended sev­ 
eral Democratic meetings and wore the 
clothing. 
He neglected his cold and it 
grew worse and developed into pneu­ 
monia, and ho died shortly afterward. 
—Nashville Banner. 


Poisonous Perspiration. 
The question of tho toxic qualities of 
perspiration, though not quite a new 
one (inasmuch as M. Bertlielot at a re­ 
cent meeting of tho Paris Medical acad­ 
emy reminded his listeners that if Afri­ 
c a n s can be believed tho perspiration 
gathered from a horse was used iii an­ 
cient times to render arrows poisonous), 
has recently formed tho subject of re­ 
search. Several experiments have proved 
that human perspiration is toxic. A se­ 
ries of guinea pigs and rabbits were 
killed by inoculations of perspiration 
gathered from a flannel shirt worn by a 
healthy young man after dancing a co­ 
tillon. 
A glove worn by a lady who 
danced vigorously through a ball W’as 
utilized for inoculations with equally 
deadly results. M. Arloing’s more re­ 
cent experiments show’ that perspiration 
resulting from muscular exertion is 
more toxic than that consequent from a 
vapor bath. —British Medical Journal.

J he evil of monopolies and rings was 
known to ancients, Aristotle referring 
to them in his “Politics,” and then, as 
now, it was found necessary to hold 
them in check by legislation, says Lon- 
! don Answers. 
The monopolist was in 
Roman called a Dardanarius and pun­ 
ished under the Lex Julia de Annona. 
Monopolies of clothing, fish and all ar­ 
ticles of food were prohibited by the 
Emperor Zeno under pain of confisca­ 
tion and exile; so that it is certain that 
the “rings" of the ancient days were 
as mischievous as they are now. 
At 
Athens a law limited the amount of 
corn a man might buy. 
The earliest 
recorded instance we have was a corn 
“ring.” 
There is an ancient tradition 
that the king who made Joseph his 
prime minister and committed into his 
hands the entire administration 
of 
Egypt was Apepi. 
Apepi was one of 
shepherd kings and ruled over the 
whole of Egypt, as Joseph’s Pharaoh 
seems to have done. 
The prime min­ 
ister, during seven years of remarkable 
plenty, bought up every bushel of corn 
beyond 
the 
absolute 
needs 
of the 
Egyptians and stored it. 
During the 
terrible famine that followed he was 
able to get his own price and bartered 
corn 
successively 
for the Egyptian 
money, cattle and land; and taking 
one-fifth for Pharaoh made him su­ 
premely wealthy. 
It was not merely a 
provident act, but a very politic one, 
his policy being to centralize power in 
the monarch's hands.

surplus w ater near the surface, it a l­ 
low s the soil to freeze m ore deeply, 
and thus b ecom e deeper and m ore Open 
to tho ou tside air. 
W h erever a deep 
underdrain is laid it receives so m e of 
the internal heat of tin* earth, w hich it 
con d ucts to the soil above, gradually 
th aw in g it to the surface 
as 
warm 
w eather returns in spring. 
T hus, over 
a deep underdrain, w hen th e surface 
is covered by sn ow , the frozen soil will 
gradually thaw from b en eath, and will 
be all thaw ed out by the tim e the snow 
is gone. 
U nder snow , w here there is 
no underdrain, the soil 
w ill 
r» main 
frozen until the snow has all gone. T his 
s h o w s how* an in terch an ge of air oc- 
1 ars in drained soil even iu the winter. 
As soon as sp rin g c o m es the rains carry 
w arm ou tside air d ow n to the drain, 
m akin g it w arm er, w h ile the under 
drained land is, until late in spring, 
filled w ith stagn an t w ater w h ich keeps 
it cold because it prevents th e entrance 
of air. 
As the drained soil freezes more 
deeply in w in ter 
it also 
w a rm s m ore 
quickly in spring. 
In 
open 
w in ters, 
w hen there are alternate sp ells o f cold 
and th a w in g w eather, the drained soil 
both freezes and th a w s several tim es 
d uring th e winter. 
Y et it 
does 
this 
w ithou t serious injury to the w inter 
grain gro w in g over it.

ably because the w ater has been so far 
abstracted from the soil that no ice

This 
process of selection has bred up a kind 
of cockle th a t produces seed so nearly 
the size of w h ea t grains that it cannot 
be separated from the w h e a t 
am ong 
which it grow s. 
Many w eed s that are hard to handle 
are co m in g w est year by year, each 
year g ettin g a little further on their 
journey to the Pacific. 
T h is is a ( lass 
of im m igran ts that we do n ot welcom e, 
and farm ers should w atch 
for them 
and destroy them as soon as found. 
A 
little neglect in this m atter m ay lead 
to a costly and n ev er-en din g warfare 
w ithin a few years. 
T h ere w as a time 
w hen, if a few R ussian th istle plants 
had been destroyed, the country would 
h a v e been saved m illions of dollars. 
Buy seeds that you k now are 
pure. 
W atch the farm for unfam iliar plants 
and be careful about p lan tin g flowers 
that are liab le to becom e plants out of 
place and m ake trouble in the future. 


B u y in g T oo F ast.— One of the o b sta­ 
cles to the farm er’s su ccess to-day is 
the result of the fact that m any things 
that form erly were o n ly lu x u ries and 
u nknow n to m any 
farm 
hom es, are 
now, or at least seem to be necessities 
to every fa rm er’s household. 
U ntil re­ 
cent years farm ing w as profitable to 
nearly all engaged in it, and the earlier 
settlers o f 
all 
our 
sta tes exercised 
m any eco n o m ies u n k n ow n to the pres­ 
ent generation. 
G radually and by a 
process of accretion m any surrounded 
th em selv e s w ith hom e com forts that 
can be had at once o n ly as the result 
of a con sid erab le outlay. 
Our people 
are sa n g u in e and a m b itio u s for their 
fam ilies and too often are not content 
to grad u ally acquire, or acquire on ly as 
a prudent h u sb an d in g of their m eans 
will perm it the lu x u ries w hich they see 
enjoyed by th o se w ho by lon g and pa­ 
tient econom ies have secured them. In 
short, farm ers often a t the beginning 
of their careers d on ’t liv e w ithin their 
m eans, nor do they produce at hom e a 
sufficient proportion of their supplies.
